At the beginning of June, the state security officers of the submarine school, 
together with a few Soviet officers, began interviewing all students. At the 
same time, 15 seemingly new recruits were appointed, individually or in groups 
of two, to each of the school'* s different courses, without their having taken 
basic training,* Students, in conversation among themselves, reached the con- 
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elusion that the interview were designed to pick out personnel suitable for further 
training in Soviet Russia, while the 15 new recruits were informers, designed to 
report on the private opinions of i>ther students.

The building 
Of the BRK houses approximately 30 divers plus a Soviet guard unit' of about 12 men 
in infantry uniform,* This guard unit is responsible for patrolling the whole Sassnitz, 
harbor area*. The Seepolizei guards have fixed posts) all patrolling is done by the 
Soviet troops* 


e* Due north of the "Thaelmann" are three small piers which are still reserved for 
"F ischk omb inafr"' boats* It is believed in Qassnitz, however, that in a very short 
time all H F ischkomb inat" boats will be relegated to Rostock, 

d* Between the "F ischkomb inat" boats and tke "Thaelmann," slightly off-shore, is the 
permanent anchoring place of a KS boat belonging to the Seepolizei/Grenzpolizei. 


e* Bue south of the "Thaelmann" are three other piers at which Soviet anti-submarine 
eraft often tie up,. . Oc cas i on all y. the se piers are also used by German R -Boats from 
Peenamiende. On 1 June Soviet anti-submarine craft were docked there?

On three sides of the basin formi ng the submarine 
harbor are twelve refueling stations* These are at present being torn up and new ones 
are being constructed approximately nine f eOt below the surface. The oil pipes are 
between 12 and 15 cm in diameter. 


h* Slightly inland from the submarine basin are the supplementary buildings of the 
submarine school (not the submarine school proper). These buildings contain the MI 
room (sic), the Unit Transport Company, and "zbV-Maate."
